Mother Collapses and Suffocates As She Runs Back Info 
House to Save the Others, Coroner Rigby States — 
Father and Children Burn to Death in Second-Story 
Bedrooms — Fire Apparently Starts in Living-Room.

H A TBO RO , Jan. 25— A family of five persons died 
today in a fire which swept part of a Federal Housing Proj­ 
ect in Outlying Lacey Park. 
The victims were identified as Horace Morrow, 39; 
his wife, Claire, 41; and their three children, Patricia, 9, 
Virginia, 14, and Loietta, 2. 
Bucks County Coroner J. Alfred Rigby said the father 
and children were burned to death, while the mother was 
suffocated. 
He said Mrs. Morrow collapsed when she ran back 
into the home to save the others. Firemen said they 
thought the fire started in the living room. 
Morrow ajnd the girls died in their second-story bed­ 
rooms. 
The blaze was fought by companies from Ivyland, 
Hatboro and Lacey Park. 
The bodies were taken to a funeral home in South­ 
ampton.
